The women ot Decatur have perfected a 


plan and organised a society for the general 
relief of the poor of the city in the most 
thorough and systematic way. While all 
cases of pressing want will be iclieved at 
once with immediate.charity, the main ob- 
ject of the organization is to furnish that 
bsst of all assistance, the means by which 
the unfortunate and needy can help them- 
selves. The work is intended to be general, 
systematic and thorough. Tbe plan in- 
cludes all possible safeguard-against impo- 
sition or fraud on the good leelings and 
generosity 
of the charitable. 
For that 


reason tho society will afioid. a convenient 
and ready means for tho dispensation of 
anything that the benevolent-minded may 
wish to devote to chanty, but do not care to 
assume the trouble that will be imolved. in 
seeing it is done in a good cause. 


The plan was perfected and the society 


organized at a general meeting of the women 
of the city at the the rooms of the Woman's 
club jesterday afternoon. The attendance
